DYEING THE HAIR 
SHOULD BE DONE 
EARLY IF AT ALL

“Q@HALL I dye my hair or not?” 

Every woman asks this ques- 
tion when she notices the first 
gray strands among her own 
golden, brown or raven locks. 
Every woman wishes to appear 
as young as possible. Youth in- 
sures her social and professional 
SUCCESS. 

Gray hair hints of approach- 
ing years, so all of the argu- 
ments seem to be in favor of dye- 
ing, yet most women feel a cer- 
tain prejudice against this ar- 
tifice. 

Sooner or later, however. you 
must make your own decision, 
and the sooner the better. If you 
want to dye your hair at all it 
is best to do it as soon as the 
first gray strands appear. Then 
no one will be the wiser. It is 
when you have definitely reach- 
ed the salt - and - pepper stage.

Only be sure that your nat- 
ural colored hair is more becom- 
ing and lovely. If you are well 
along in years and your face 
shows it, then your features may 
be sweeter and softer with sil- 
very locks.
